Charles Mathews, alias Young 
Sonny Jones, who Tuesday 
lost his death sentence ap- 
peal, inflicted minor injuries 
upon himself last night in re- 
taliation to the appeal dis- 
missal, Warden Hugh Christie 
of Oakalla prison said. 
Christie said Matthews, 
due to be hanged Oct. 27. 
scratched himself 25 times on 
the arm, from the shoulder 
to the wrist, in an “expres- 
sion of. aggressiveness and 
hostility towards custody.” 
Christie said the wounds 
were of only a minor nature 
and were treated in his cell. 
Prison officials said Mat- 
thews took the news that his 
appeal has been rejected quite 
calmly, but later scratched 
himself on a wire screen or 
the edge of the bunk in his 
death-row cell.

Pearson suggested that if the

300 Song Birds Perish 
Flying Into Empire State 


NEW YORK (CP)—Scientists 
of the National Audubon So- 
ciety today counted more than 
500 night-flying song birds from 
upstate New York and Canada 
which crashed to their deaths 
against the upper storeys of 
New York's tallest structure, 
the Empire State building. 

The songsters, carried by a 
rushing mass of cold air and 
unable to see the building in a 
haze, flew into the big struc- 
ture and then dropped to its 
ledges and the sidewalks below. 
Many others, only slightly in- 
jured, were rescued by society 
representatives. These will be 
banded and set free. 


SMACK INTO BUILDING 

Society scientists concluded 
the birds were flying in a south- 
bound mass of cold air which 
passed over the city Tuesday 
night. ‘They followed the cold 


mass when it dipped under a 
mass of warmef air and ran 
smack into the Empire State 
building. 

Uncounted hundreds of song- 
birds perished against the build- 
ing in a similar manner in the 
fall of 1948. 

Society representatives said 
the dead included 15 kinds of 
warblers, vireos, a northern 
white thrush and ovenbirds, all 
apparently migrating to the 
southern states.

This would have been an ordin- 
ary murder: case but for the con- 
duct of the trial judge, Mr. Justice 
Manson. ‘ In a lengthy written judg- 
ment Chief Justice Sloan, of the Ap- 
peal Court, shows that he and his 
brother judges considered the con- 
duct of Mr. Justice Manson with 
the greatest care and decided that 
it had not, as Pavlukoff’s lawyers 
Claimed, prejudiced the trial against 


In the course of. the trial, says 
the Sloan judgment, “the accused 
from the prisoner's box, made some 
remarks of an insulting and provo- 
cative nature concerning .the con- 
duct of the trial which drew from 
the learned trial Judge the comment 
(in part): 

: “Fortunately for you the matter 
is in the hands of the jury—in the 
hands of the jury and not in my 
hands.” 3 

The Sloan judgment—a curious 
omission—does not mention that Mr. 
Justice Manson then instructed the 
press not to report his remark. It 
was not reported until it became the 
leading point in the appeal of the 
prisoner, whose counsel argued that 
the trial judge had influenced the 
jury against him. 

Chief Justice Sloan explains that 
his Court is permitted “to dismiss 
an appeal notwithstanding error in 
the conduct of the trial or misdirec- 
tion or non-direction of the jury if 
the court is of opinion on the facts 
that ‘no substantial wrong or mis- 
carriage of justice has actua!ly oc- 
curred’.” 

In view of all the facts, the Ap- 
peal Court holds that no such wrong 
occurred in this case. In layman's 
terms, the guilt of the prisoner had 
been so proved that no new trial 
was justified. 

Chief Justice Sloan says that “in 
a—case where.the evidence for. the 
Crown is overwhelming and points 
irresistibly to guilt, what might ap- 
pear to be a prejudicial error in a 
case of lesser strength shrinks in 
significance when weighed in the 
light of such evidence. The error 
might still be assigned yet it lacks 
the force to create any substantial 
wrong or miscarriage of justice.” 

Neither: the wisdom of the Ap- 
peal Court nor the guilt of the pris- 
oner is questioned here, but the 
Sloan judgment—a classic definition 
of such cases—does not deal with 
two vital points which have greatly 
exercised the whole Bar of. British 
Columbia. 

First, there can be no doubt that

VER A YEAR AGO ALL BUT 
four of the electoral ridings of 

British Columbia voted, by plebis- 
cite, in favor of changing the present 
provincial liquor law. It is impos- 
sible to understand why that ques- 
tion should be referred to the voters 
again—at heavy cost, inconvenience 
and delay—or why the legislature 
cannot quickly put a new law into 
force. 

Local option has always been the 
basis of liquor law in British Colum- 
bia. Areas like Victoria which did 
not desire beer parlors were never 
compelled to accept them. But the 
opinion of every constituency in the 
province on the opening of new 
liquor outlets was fully tested in the 
plebiscite of 1952 and that should 
be sufficient. There is no reason to 
hold a second plebiscite. : 

The four ridings which voted 
against any change in the law should 
be allowed, by the established prin- 
ciple of local option, to maintain the 
existing arrangements, even though 
a heavy majority in the province at 
large found them unsatisfactory. In 
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the..Courts 


the quoted comments of Mr. Justice 
Manson were quite inexcusable. It 
is impossible to imagine Chief Jus- 
tice Sloan or any other member of 
the British Columbia courts using 
the words uttered by Mr. Manson | 
in a trial involving a man’s life. 

The fact that these words did 
not cause any miscarriage of justice, | 
in a case of obvious guilt, is doubt- | 
less the only fact which concerned 
the Appeal Court in this particular 
case. But that does not excuse Mr. | 
Justice Manson’s outburst. It is to | 
be condemned and has been privately 
condemned by the legal profession 
at large. 

The Chief Justice cites two cases 
in which the Court ordered a new 
trial because of the. “unconcealed 
conviction of the guilt of appellant” | 
evidenced by Mr. Justice Manson. 
In the Pavlukoff case, Chief Justice 
Sloan takes note of Mr. Justice Man- 
son's “departure in some degree” 
from the well-established principles 
of “judicial calm and judicial. de- 
meanor, aloof and detached ...” 

The Sloan judgment makes no 
mention of the second point, which 
does not concern the guilt of the 
prisoner. 

When Mr. Justice Manson in- 
structed the press not to report his 
statement (which he evidently re- 
gretted as soon as it was uttered) | 
he‘ presumably acted within his 
powers: Strictly speaking, a judge 
is in complete control of his court 
and can close it, if he chooses, to 
the public and to the press. 

But in criminal trials, especially 
murder trials, except when obscene 
evidence is being given, our courts 
should never be closed and, so far 
as we can recall, have never, nor has 
thespress ever been prohibited from 
reporting public proceedings except 
in Mr. Justice Manson's court. It is 
an essential part of our system of 
justice that trials should never be 
secret for the convenience of the 
Crown, the prisoner or the judge. 

Regrettably, the Appeal Court 
had no comment to make on this 
matter and uttered no warning to 
Mr. Justice Manson against a repe- 
tition of his offense. If this is not 
considered part of the Appeal 
Court's duty assuredly it is the duty 
of Parliament -which, through the 
Government, is responsible for the 
conduct. of our courts. Already this 
incident has been raised in Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Garson, the minister of 
justice, has replied that he has no 
power over judges and the subject 
has been dropped. Parliament could 
usefully revive it and Mr. Garson 
should indicate in the strongest 
terms that the Government disap- 
proves of any attempt to introduce 
secrecy into our courts. If necessary 
Parliament should pass legislation to 
this end.

these ridings another plebiscite per- 
haps is justified since the local 
people may have changed their 
minds in view of the province's gen- 
eral decision. Plebiscites elsewhere 
would be a waste of time and money 
and an evasion of -the legislature's 
clear responsibility. 

It has only one duty—to inter- 
pret the decision of the voters in 
legislation and to implement the 
findings of the Stevens commission. 
In the political confusion of the last 
eighteen months this business has 
been delayed long enough already. 

The legislature should keep in 
mind, above all, that the intention 
of any new legislation should not | 
be to increase the consumption ot] 
liquor, a convenient and tempting | 
source of easy government revenue.

much. The success of the new law

Narcotics and Profit 


EEKEND MAGAZINE'S PUB- 
lication of RCMP Const. Ger- 
ald Howe's story has given national 
prominence to Vancouver's narcotics 
traffic and official efforts to smash it. 
The article describes graphically 
the undercover work of the young 
constable who posed as an addict and 
collected enough evidence fo catch 
lers and convict them. As the 
result of the round-up in which he 
played so conspicuous a part an ex- 
ceptional number of traffickers are 
now in prison for terms up to five 
years. 

But what happens after they have 
served their time? And during their 
absence from the streets of Vancou- 
ver, does anyone assume replace- 
ments will be lacking to carry on the 
illicit traffic? Has any lasting benefit 
resulted from the roundarp,-or-have 
a number of those engaged in the de- 
spicable trade merely been removed 
from circulation for a short time to 
return to it when they are released? 

These are ions which con- 
cern citizens of British Columbia who 


are rightly shamed by the fact that 
the province’s main port has been | 
listed as the worst point in Canada | 
for the drug traffic. ; | 
No one questions the propriety of | 
the RCMP acting promptly and | 
harshly against peddlers. Peddlers | 
are people who depend on the illicit 
business for gain, or at least sustain 
it in order to acquire their own sup- 
plies if they are addicts themselves. 
But action against some peddlers 
is not enough. The traffic is lucrative 
because the illegal price of drugs is 
ballooned out of all proportions on 
the black market. And-as long as 
there is gain to be made from it, un- 
scrupulous persons will engage in it. 
The skilled work of the RCMP 
in catching guilty parties is’.to be | 
commended. Until some means of 
eliminating the profit from the opera-"; 
tion is found, however, no permanent 
gains can be scored. From a practical 
approach, the more valuable course | 
would appear to lie in removing the | 
profit. Once that was achieved, 
there would be no job for the pusher.

HE South African Information Office 
has reported to Parliament that 
South Africa got a bad press abroad last 
year. This, we imagine, will come to 
the South African legislators as another 
glimpse of the obvious. Certainly the 
references abroad to South Africa could 
not by any stretch of the-imagination 
even an Information Office imagination 
be called good 

If the Information Office were con- 
tent to point out the fact this could be 
accepted as just another report that gov- 
ernment agencies must make from time 
to time to justify their existence. But 
the South African agency goes on to 
claim that there was an organized over- 
seas press campaign to besmirch,. South 
Africa. 

Any newspaperman on this continent 
reading that statement will be tempted 
to utter a naughty word, That South 
Africa got a bad press he will readily 
admit, but he will argue that it got a 
bad press because of Nationalist govern- 
ment action and not by reason of any 
organized campaign to besmirch the 
Union. 

Indeed, none of the criticism was 
directed at the Union as such. The 
brickbats were directed at Dr. Malan 
and...the.... Nationalists....who...cheerfully 
overrode the constitution, threatened to 
override the courts, and encouraged 
native resistance by adhering to an 
apartheid program that held the seeds 
of that “oppression and slavery” the In- 
formation Office says were charged to 
the country.

HE time is rapidly drawing near when a 
complete review of the General Agree 
ment on Tariffs and Trade will be undertaken 


by the contracting parties. A general review 


is envisaged under Article xxix of the agree- 
ment and with such a re-examination of the 
multilateral trading relation- 
ships impending the eighth 
session of GATT now in prog- 
ress at Geneva takes on 
added importance 

Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, mini 
ster of trade and commerce 
commented on this fact when 
he spoke recently at the 
meeting. He stressed that the 
main task of partici- 
pating was to ensure con- 
tinued progress in the devel- 
opment of mutually trade 
among the nations. He spoke with enthusi- 
asm of the accomplishments to date under 
the agreement and congratulated those far- 
seeing fathers of the agreement who had 
brought it into being. 

Atimittedly .GATT-is an imperfect docu- 
ment and can be considerably improved upon 
Mr. Howe spoke of this and expressed the 
hope that steps toward improvement would 
not be too long delayed 

He was convinced that without GATT the 
dislocations resulting from the Second World 
War would have been much more persistent 
He counted himself among the supporters of 
the agreement because whatever its short 
comings it provided the best basis so far at 
tained for the successful and efficient conduct 
of world trade 

Under it governments have consulted each 
other on trade matters, tariffs had been re- 
duced and fair trade practices established 
all major achievements.

On the debit side Mr. Howe admitted that 
GATT had failed in some respects. World 
trade was still hampered by quantitative re- 
strictions. However, taken on the whole he 
doubted that any responsible person would 
seriously propose that the nations abolish or 
weaken the structure of international trade 
arrangements now ere ted 

Now that the time was nearing when 
GATT was to be subjected to a general review, 
the immediate question to be settled was when 
should the review be undertaken 

In addition to taking a fresh look at the 
basic provisions of the agreement, the partici- 
pating nations might well wish to provide for 
further multilateral tariff negotiations, con 
nected with the accession of new governments, 
said the Canadian minister. Here he obvi- 
ously had in mind the United States. 

At the same time, he said, an opportunity 
should be afforded to existing contracting -par- 
lies, to carry on such negotiations among 
themselves as might be required. 

“When these major tasks are undertaken, 
constructive thought must be given to the 
best methods of rectifying the problems of 
deficit countries, so that they can participate 
in trade on the basis of the principles of this 
agreement,” Mr. Howe said 

“The basic question will be: what policies 
are most in the interests of world trade and 
of the countries which participate in it? In 
answering this question it will be necessary to 
give careful consideration to the responsibili- 
ties of creditor countries as well as of debtors 
and to reach understandings on this score.” 

These problems of trade ‘and commercial 
policy could only be dealt with satisfactorily 
in circumstances where the governments con- 
cerned had_ reached 
where they were going, not only in trade pol- 
icy but in the field of international finance 
and payments as well, Mr. Howe declared

‘BASKING SHARK 


Beach Body 
No Mystery 
To Biologist 


A biologist. from the Pacific 
Biological Station in Nanaimo 
has identified remains of a large 
isea creature washed ashore at 
‘Willow Point; near Campbell 
|River, as those of a basking 
shark. 

The 18-foot skeleton and mass 
of decomposed flesh was found 
on the beach Friday evening. 

Jim Manzer, biologist, who 
was making a salmon study at 
Campbell River early in the 
week, notified Dr. John Hart, 
biological station director, of 
his confirmation of Dr. Hart's 
earlier suggestion of shark re- 
mains. 

Mr. Manzer based his findings 
on large cartilaginous vertebrae 
and large pectoral fins. 

Dr. Hart explained that both 
upper and lower jaws of the 
basking shark are loose, and 
will drop off soon after decom- 
position of the body begins. 

The remaining portion of the 
\skull, consisting of only the 
nasal protuberance .and brain 
eavity, is often believed by the 
lay observer to be the whole 
skull. 

In addition, he said, the body 
of the basking shark is distorted 
jfar from its natural shape when 
dead and resting on a solid 
surface.

ABC claimed that representa- 
tives of the United States Fede- 
ral Bureau of Investigation had 
reached Spain to interview Be- 
ria, who fell from grace in 
Russia in July. 

It said they bore credentials 
from Vice-President Richard 
Nixon and Senator Joseph 
McCarthy's Senate investiga- 
tions sub-committee.
